The continued drought in the 
Medina Valley Soil Conservation 
District has not stopped the con­ 
servation practices being applied 
to the farms and ranches. This 
has been a very busy time for 
the people. Daily, new tanks are 
being built and old ones enlarged. 
The farmers and ranchers realize 
the 
need for larger tanks and 
more of them now. Hauling water 
for 
livestock is ex pensive and 
takes too much time. This can 
be overcome in most cases by 
the construction of farm ponds. 
The Glasscock ranch, located 4 
miles northwest of D’Hanis on the 
old Uvalde Highway, has had con­ 
tour lines run this week on 2X0 
acres of cultivated land The op 
orator of the ranch stated that 
there was enough rain to have 
produced a fair crop if the water 
could have been held on the land. 
The contour 
row 
farming 
will 


slow down the runoff of water 
during rains and allow more to 
be taken up by the soil. With the 
rainfall as low as it is. it s time 
all farmers carry out practices to 
improve the water boldine capo 
city 
of their soil- 
Much plowing has been done in 
the last two wo ks Farm ers are 
turning 
under crop re idue on 
* their cultivated land. This is very 
important to the soils. In addi­ 
tion to adding organic 
matter, 
this gives the soil the ability to 
take in and hold moisture. This 
year has taught us how really 
important this is to us, if we are 
to continue as farmers and ran­ 
chers producing for ourselves and 
this great nation. 
It is interesting to know that 
with our low rainfall this year 
we still have some rangeland in 
good condition. 
This rangeland 
has I Teen kept in this condition 
by deferring and proper .stocking 
of the ranch, It was also noted 
that our better grasses had made 
progress in their comeback Most 
of these 
grasses 
had produced 
seed this year. Many of you are 
probably 
wondering 
how 
this 
raise did so well. even though 
ii was properly stocked. Fortun­ 
ately the range had a litter or 
mulch on the soil, which helped 
in holding runoff water, thus en­ 
abling the soil to take in more 
of the moisture than the range­ 
land which 
had a 
thin cover. 
After the soil had taken up the 
moisture, this mulch of old grass 
helped to hold the moisture there 
by keeping 
the 
hot sun 
from 
coming in direct contact with the 
sofl 
If we arc to depend on our 
rangeland and farmland for our 
livelihood in the future, it is high 
time we start treating the soil 
in a way to make it more pro­ 
ductive each year Farming and 
ranching is our business, just as 
banking and industry 
is other 
people s business 
let us follow 
in their footsteps each year in 
na king our business greater. 
Rome was not built in a day, 
but it was built: -o. let us start 
tin- job of building our farms 
•md rancho-, by applying conser- 
vation practices that will, one of 
these days, make u> proud to 
point to a range or farmland, and 
sax “ That is mine.’’ Let us not 
make the mistake of taking ev- 
everything from the soil and leav­ 
ing nothing.
